Inaugural  Address  of 

SAMUEL  TILDEN  LADD,   MAYOR 
Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  1923 


GENTLEMEx\  OF  THE  COUNCIL: 

You  have  just  taken  the  oath  ot  ofTice  to  uphold  the 
Kiws  of  the  State  and  the  charter  of  the  City  to  the  best  of 
your  ability.  I  admonish  you  to  ever  keep  the  same.  You 
were  elected  by  the  majority  of  the  people  not  because 
your  opponents  were  not  honorable  men,  but  because  the 
l>eople  had  more  faith  in  you,  and  I  feel  sure  you  are  the 
type  of  men  who  realize  the  responsibility  which  you 
have  this  day  assumed. 

Our  first  and  foremost  aim  shall  and  must  be  econo- 
my, second,  efficiency,  and  this  must  be  brought  about 
by  your  earnest  endeavors  and  careful  consideration  of 
all  matters  as  they  arise.  I  expect  this  to  be  your  course, 
io  guard  our  acts,  and  if  we  follow  it  I  have  no  doubt  that 
our  administration  will  be  a  success  and  a  great  saving 
to  the  taxpayers,  and  in  this  vv^ay  I  believe  we  will  make 
this  community  better  to  live  in  and  posterity  will  give 
you  due  credit. 

In  the  past  few  years  this  city  has  spent  money  so  free- 
ly that  we  have  reached  the  point  wiiere  taxation  has  al- 
most become  unbearable  and  this  burden  has  struck  a 
blow  at  our  growth  which  has  staggered  us  and  nearly 
r<'ll  us  in  our  tracks  and  we  pause  to  see  which  way  we 
will  turn  to  escape.  Whether  these  moneys  were  spent 
judiciously  or  not  we  are  not  ready  at  this  time  to  say;  but 
are  ready  to  face  the  facts  and  face  the  conditions  as  we 
lind  them  and  do  our  best  to  relieve  the  people  from  the 
burden  of  these  taxes.  We  must  first  practice  economy 
ill  all  the  different  departments,  and  in  so  doing,  we  must 
not  lose  sight  of  efficiency  and  make  our  appropriations 
accordingly,  for  we  do  not  care  to  handicap  any  depart- 
ment. I  am  sure  it  is  not  the  intention  of  any  memb'M* 
of  this  administration  to  do  anything  that  will  in  any  way 
lessen  the  effi(Men('y,  or  discredit  the  city  in  any  of  its  de- 
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partments,  and,  il  you  please,  let  us  stop  and  consider 
whither  we  go  and  how  we  shall  meet  these  conditions  to 
the  best  advantage  of  us  all;  I  propose  to  you  that  we  first, 
find  out  where  we  stand  financially  and  in  vJi^l  condi- 
tion our  boolvs  are,  and  if  improvements  cannot  be  made 
ill  our  accounting  system.  To  this  end,  I  should  suggest 
that  at  the  earliest  possible  time  an  accountant  be  em- 
I)loyed  for  this  task;  thfat  a  system  similar  to  that  which 
the  city  had  in  the  years  1917  and  1918  be  re-established 
and  the  voucher  system  of  every  department  be  used; 
that  a  monthly  financial  statement  be  printed  for  the 
public,  so  that,  all  citizens  may  know  how  their  corpora- 
tion is  being  run.  After  the  establishment  of  such  a  sys- 
tem of  books,  I  shall  insist  that  all  departments  purchase 
their  materials  and  supplies  through  the  audit^or  by  the>o 
vouchers,  and  no  department  shall  expend  any  money 
other  than  that  which  was  appropriated  for  it,  and  shall 
not  exceed  its  appropriations.  The  committees,  which  1 
shall  name,  will  be  accountable  to  the  Mayor  and  Council, 
and  not  a  contract  or  any  form  shall  be  made  by  your 
representative  committee  unless  so  empowered  by  the 
Mayor  and  Council.  In  brief,  we  shall  expect  and  de- 
mand that  every  department  live  up  to  the  City  Charter. 

I  speak  briefly  of  taxation  and  its  burdens.  I  believe 
that  an  equal  tax  should  be  levied  on  all,  and  with  special 
privilege  to  none,  this  should  be  our  motto;  that  the  As- 
sessors of  the  City,  and  not  the  State  Tax  Commission- 
ers, should  say  what  our  valuation  should  be.  I,  there- 
fore, suggest  that  the  entire  city  ])e  revalued  and  taxes 
levied  accordingly.  J  feel  sure  that  if  this  is  done  justice 
will  be  done  to  all  and,  in  a  measure,  it  will  help  our  ta-^ 
rate. 

It  is  my  belief  that  in  some  respects  our  City  Charter 
should  be  revised.  For  instance,  the  Mayor,  I  believe, 
should  have  more  executive  powers  and  not  be  the  fig- 
urehead he  is  under  the  present  charter  and  thereby 
make  him  more  responsible  to  the  citizens.  It  is  my 
opinion  that  the  Mayor  should  be  a  member  of  the  Board 
of  Public  Works  and  have  the  same  privileges  as  the  oth- 
er members.    I  also  l)elieve  he  should  have  a  voice  on  the 
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Board  of  Police  Commissioners.  I  think  the  Mayor 
should  have  the  power  to  appoint  his  own  City  Clerk  and 
.\(iditor,  because  it  depends  upon  these  two  ofTicials 
largely  whether  his  administration  is  successful  or  not. 

Elections  are  very  expensive  to  the  city  and  more  or 
less  so  to  the  general  public,  and  there  is  always  a  ten- 
dency to  disorganize  departments  as  a  new  administra- 
tion is  inducted  into  office.  For  this  and  other  reasons, 
I  l)elieve  our  municipal  elections  shf)uld  he  held  once  in 
three  years. 

The  salaries  ol'  the  officials  of  this  city  should  be  con- 
sidered, and  changes  made  in  numerous  instances. 

This  year  the  city  will  lie  before  all  of  the  country's 
eyes  and  we  shall  be  called  upon  to  furnish  money  for 
the  Tercentenary  Celebration,  and  rightly  so.  We  shall 
have  one  of  the  greatest  opportunities  to  advertise  our 
city,  and  it  devolves  upon  us  all  to  make  this  one  of  the 
greatest  days  in  our  history.  This  subject,  as  well  as  the 
dedication  of  the  Memorial  Bridge  will,  in  due  time,  be 
r)rought  up  to  you  for  your  consideration. 

In  concluding,  I  wish  to  ask  and  shall  expect  the  hear- 
ty cooperation  of  all  departments  and  shall  endeavor  to 
do  my  best  in  the  city's  interest  as  your  Mayor,  for  all 
the  people.

Qiapter  212,    Session  Laws  1905 


Abstract  from  an   Act  to  Amend  the  Charter  of  the  City  of 
Portsmouth,  Sections  25  to  29    Inclusive. 


Sect.  ?o.  The  city  auditor  shall  keep  a  record  of  the  general  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  city,  of  the  amounts  appropriated  for  each 
branch,  board  or  department  thereof,  and  of  the  receipts  and  ex- 
penditures of  each  branch,  board  or  department.  He  shall  twice  in 
each  year,  and  oftener,  if  necessary,  audit  the  accounts  of  all  city 
officials,  commissions  and  boards  who  receive,  handle  or  expend  any 
moneys  of  the  city,  and  shall  report  thereon  to  the  city  council  twice 
ill  each  year,  and  oftener  if  rcQUired.  The.  city  auditor  shall  give  hi.-? 
entire  time  to  the  duties  of  the  office. 

Sect.  26.  No  bill  against  the  city  shall  be  ordered  paid  by  the  city 
council,  or  paid  by  the  city  treasurer  until  the  auditor  shall  have 
approved  the  same  and  certified  to  said  city  council  whether  or  not 
said  bill  Was  lawfully  contracted;  whether  or  not  if  it  is  for  goods 
or  materials,  the  prices  charged  are  reasonable,  also  whether  or  not 
the  goods  were  actually  received  by  the  city,  and  whether  such  bill 
is  in  favor  of  a  person  or  party  legally  entitled  to  receive  the  same 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act.  He  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  required  by  ordinance  or  by  the  city 
council. 

Sect.  27.  If  the  auditor  shall  knowingly  make  any  false  certifica- 
tion in  any  case  provided  for  in  Section  33,  or  shall  approve  any  bill 
when  the  appropriation  from  which  the  same  should  be  paid  is  ex- 
hausted, he  shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred  dollars  or  im- 
prisoned not  exceeding  six  months,  or  both. 

Sect.  28.  If  the  treasurer  shall  pay  any  money  from  the  city  treas- 
ury, except  an  order  of  the  city  council  after  approval  by  the  audi- 
toi',  which  order  of  the  city  council  shall  be  certified  to  by  the  mayor, 
he   shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  two  hundred   dollai's   or  imprisoned 


mot  exceeding:  six  months  or  botli,  and  lie  slifill  lie  personally  Ijounfl 
no  refund  to  the  city  any  sum  so  paid. 

Sect.  29.  If  any  officer,  board  or  commission  or  member  thereof, 
«()f  said  city,  excepting  the  lK)ard  of  police  commissioners,  having  au- 
thority to  make  contracts  or  exi^end  money  in  behalf  of  the  city, 
shall,  by  making  any  contract,  purchasing  any  goods  or  employing 
nny  labor,  or  otherwise,  undertake  to  make  the  city  liable  for  any 
iiiuount  in  excess  of  the  funds  available  thei^efor  from  income  or  ap- 
propriation, said  officer,  board  or  commission,  or  member  thereof, 
shall  be  reanoved  from  office  by  the  city  coujicil,  after  due  hearing.

Section  1.  To  maintain  the  Water  Works  for  the  year 
1923,  the  sum  of  Ninety-Pour  Thousand  and  Ninety-Two 
Dollars  ($94,092)  is  hereby  appropriated.  Said  sum  shall 
be  taken  from  the  water  rates  and  other  sources  of  in- 
come of  said  Water  Works  and  used  exclusively  for  the 
purposes  stated  herein,  and  no  transfer  therefrom  shall 
be  made  except  by  resolution  of  the  City  Council  and  no 
expenditure  shall  be  made  in  excess  of  the  funds  availa- 
])le,  under  penalty  provided  in  Chapter  212,  Section  29, 
Laws  of  1905.

We  heiewilh  suliiniL  Ll)e  annual  report  of  the  Board  of  Public 
Works  for  the  year  of   1923. 

STREETS 

Considering  the  small  amount  spent  on  the  streets  during  the  past 
\  ear  they  have  come  through  in  remarkably  good  condition.  The 
main  repairs  directly  to  streets  were  put  on  those  oiled.. 

As  the  appropriation  for  oil  was  not  sufficient  to  oil  all  the  streets, 
those  that  were  in  the  best  condition  had  to  go  over  until  next  sea- 
sou  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  next  Council  will  furnish  sulTicient  funds 
to  enable  the  oilin.g  of  all  streets  that  had  been  oiled  before  as  well 
as  any  others  which  are  in  shape  to  receive  oil. 

The  new  Asphalt  Plant  has  proved  an  asset  in  keeping  all  asphalt 
streets  in  repair  and  they  are  going  into  the  winter  in  better  condi- 
tion than  they  have  been  in  for  years. 

The  Bridge  Approach  and  State  street  have  been  paved  with  War- 
renite  pavement  and  are  now  as  handsome  streets  as  those  of  any 
city. 

The  Greenland  Road  Construction  work  has  been  completed  and 
this  asphalt  penetration  job  is  now  one  of  the  best  approaches  into 
the  city. 

The  Bridge  Apjjroach  has  been  completed  and  is  also  a  credit  to 
the  city. 

SIDEWALKS 

Granolithic  sidewalks  have  Iieeii  built  by  the  City,  one-half  the  cost 

being  paid  by  the  City  and  one-half  by  the  property  owners,  for  the

An  asphalt  sidewalk  was  built  on  the  North  Mill  Bridge  on  Maple - 
wood  Avenue  and  the  amount  of  $1,500  which  was  appropriated  lor 
sidewalk  maintenance  has  been  spent  in  locations  throughout  the 
city  where  the  sidewalks  were  in  bad  shape. 

The  supply  of  sand  for  sanding  sidewalks  for  the  coming  winter 
is  the  largest  ever  put  into  the  City  Yard  and  the  territory  sanded 
during  ice  storms  should  be  greatly  extended. 

TREES 

We  have  been  able  to  get  rid  of  some  of  the  very  bad  and  dan- 
gerous trees  this  year  and  the  trees  throughout  the  city  are  in  very 
good  condition. 

They  received  a  very  good  spraying  in  the  Spring  and  the  dead  as 
well  as  some  of  the  live  trimming  has  been  taken  care  of. 

BRIDGES 

Sagamore  Bridge  has  been  replaced  with  a  good,  sound,  servicea- 
ble wooden  structure  which  if  properly  maintained  will  last  the  city 
30  years. 

The  Junkins  Avenue  bridge  has  been  replanked  and  Boyd  Road 
bridge  rebuilt. 
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The  culveris  on  Gosling  Road  and  the  New  Road  have  been  put  in- 
to first  class  condition  and  the  i-ailings  built  on  the  Lang  Road 
liridge  so  that  all  bridges  are  in  first  class  condition. 

ROADS 

The  roads  have  been  put  in  good  shape,  the  worst  places  thor- 
oughly repaired,  and  the  Lang  Road  has  received  a  coat  of  gravel 
the  whole  length.     This  road  is  now  the  best  road  we  have. 

SEWERS 

Our  several  years  constant  effort  on  sewers  has  brought  results 
as  the  amount  of  sewer  trouble  this  year  is  less  than  1-4  of  what  it 
was  4  years  ago.  With  a  few  inexpensive  changes,  a  small  number 
of  additional  manholes  and  catch  basins  the  present  sewer  system 
will  take  care  of  all  but  extraordinary  emergencies. 

We  followed  our  past  custom  of  advising  property  owners  as  to 
how  to  remedy  their  sewer  difficulties  and  many  have  taken  advan- 
tage of  our  assistance. 

ASHES 

The  collection  of  ashes  during  the  year  has  been  a  little  more  ex- 
pensive owing  to  the  dihiculties  encountered  last  winter.  However, 
the  ash  collection  program  was  canned  out  each  week  regardless 
of  the  weather. 

PLAYGROUNDS 

The  playgrounds  were  well  attended  during  the  past  season  and 
several  additions  were  made  to  the  equipment  as  well  as  improve- 
ments made  on  the  grounds. 

SNOW 

The  past  season  has  been  one  of  the  worst  on  record  as  the  City 
received  one  snow  storm  after  another  in  such  rapid  succession  that 
it  was  almost  impossible  at  one  time  to  keep  the  main  streets  open. 

This  Department  and  the  Fire  Department  worked  together  and 
))y  keeping  spare  horses  in  the  barn  and  working  them  in  relays 
sufficient  horses  were  provided  at  all  times  to  take  care  of  the  fire 
protection  as  the  auto  trucks  were  unable  to  cope  with  the  situa- 
tion. 

It  is  recommended  that  suitable  snow  handling  equipment  he  in- 
stalled to  open  up  the  streets  so  as  to  enable  the  City  at  all  times 
to  make  use  of  the  Huto  fire  equipment  which  it  has  provided. 

FEDERAL   AND   STATE   AID 

The  approaches  to  the  city  have  been  maintained  with  State  Aid. 
They  are  at  present  in  elegant  condition  and  the  appropriation  for 
this  purpose  next  yeiir  shun  Id  be  very  small. 
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INCINERATOR 

The  City  has  built  at  the  dump  on  South  street  an  incinerator  to 
take  care  of  the  garbage  and  combustible  material.  The  same  is 
practically  completed  and  will  have  a  capacity  of  900  pounds  per 
hour. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

We  again  recommend  that  Essex  Avenue  and  Marston  Avenue  he 
put  into  condition. 

That  all  streets  that  have  deteriorated  this  year  be  put  where  they 
were  a  year  ago  or  better. 

Also  that  an  appropriation  be  made  sufficient  to  operate  the  as- 
phalt plant  for  200  days  on  street  and  sidewalk  work. 

And  that  the  revolving  sidewalk  fund  be  continued  and  extended 
to  include  all  classes  of  sidewalk  work. 

WATER  DEPARTMENT 

The  following  extensions  were  made  on  the  water  mains  during 
the  past  season.  An  extension  of  392  feet  on  Sagamore  Avenue  and 
an  extension  of  1,635  feet  of  12"  main  on  Essex  Avenue.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  last  extension  was  to  cut  down  the  friction  loss  and 
double  up  the  fire  protection  efficiency  in  the  center  of  the  city,  this 
line  being  laid  from  the  standpipe  to  Middle  Road  giving  double  the 
feed  capacity  from  the  standpipe  into  the  city.  This  is  a  part  of 
the  double  line  from  the  Sherburne  station  to  the  12"  main  on  Mid- 
dle Road.  The  same  was  completed  during  the  present  season  by 
our  regular  crew  and  was  mostly  through  ledge  at  a  cost  of  $6,250.00. 
If  a  corresponding  amount  of  this  line  is  built  during  the  next  two 
years  the  city  will  have  two  complete,  independent  feed  pipes  from 
the  Sherburne  station  into  the  City. 

We  have  put  in  twenty  new  services  during  the  past  season  and 
65  services  have  been  renewed  using  a  total  of  3,392  feet  of  pipe. 

The  Department  has  also  placed  two  drinking  fountains  on  the 
entrances  of  the  New  Bridge  Approach. 

Eight  test  meters  have  been  installed  in  several  parts  of  the  sys- 
tem in  order  to  locate  leakage. 

Twenty  meters  were  installed  on  new  services;  IS  outside  meters 
replaced;  357  meters  were  removed;  373  meters  set;  10  meters  were 
sold  for  private  use;  11  large  meters  were  repaired  without  remov- 
ing from  the  services;  30-%",  10-%",  6-1",  and  4-2"  meters  were 
purchased.  The  following  meters  ai-e  on  hand,  repaired  and  ready 
for  use:  2-2"  compound  meters,  1-3"  Lambert,  4-2"  meters,  2-1%" 
meters,  8-1"  meters,  16-%"  meters,  62-%"  Lamberts,  54-%"  Worth- 
ington  meters,  a  total  of  149  meters. 

Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  the  gate  valves  about  the 
city  and  they  have  been  found  to  be  in  very  poor  condition.  It  wa.'^ 
necessary  to  replace  four  gates  and  repairs  were  made  on  5  more. 
Five  stuffing  boxes  were  found  to  be  leaking  and  were  repacked. 
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One  special  effort  has  been  continued  during  the  past  season  on 
leakage  and  we  repaired  9  leaks  on  the  high  pressure  mains,  the 
Avorst  of  which  was  a  break  in  a  6"  main  on  Bridge  St.  We  also  re- 
paired without  replacing  15  leaks  on  services.  The  result  of  this 
campaign  during  the  past  two  seasons  will  be  very  apparent  from 
the  financial  statement  at  the  end  of  this  report. 

One  new  hydrant  has  been  installed  on  the  extension  of  the  main 
on  Maple  Avenue.  The  location  of  two  hydrants  was  changed  on 
State  street. 

Three  6"  hydrants  and  one  8"  hydrant  have  been  replaced  with 
new  ones.  Ten  hydrants  have  been  extensively  repaired  and  15  re- 
ceived minor  repairs. 

All  the  hydrants  in  the  city  were  painted  during  the  past  season. 

The  meter  testing  room  on  Court  street  has  been  perfected  to  the 
extent  that  a  test  can  be  made  on  a  meter  at  the  present  time  in  two 
minutes  which  formerly  took  30  minutes.  "We  still  have  on  hand  a 
large  box  of  repair  parts,  the  same  being  a  small  portion  of  the  so- 
ralled  defective  parts  which  were  on  hand  four  years  ago.  Over 
1.000  meters  have  been  repaired,  a  large  portion  of  which  work  has 
been  done  by  parts  salvaged  from  these  discards  of  previous  admin- 
istrations. 

The  New  Well  system  on  Greenland  road  has  given  very  satis- 
factory service  during  the  past  year  and  the  remote  control  appar- 
atus has  never  failed  to  work. 

The  electric  pumping  equipment  at  the  Sherburne  station  has 
lieen  very  successful  and  has  enabled  us  to  have  a  very  flexible  sys- 
tem— that  is  our  cost  has  varied  with  the  amount  of  water  which 
we  have  pumped — in  this  way  a  great  many  times  we  have  been  able 
to  lay  by  some  5  or  10  hours  out  of  each  24  hours  because  the  stand- 
pipe  was  full.  In  no  case  have  we  allowed  the  pressure  to  drop  be- 
low 55  pounds  and  were  able  to  pump  it  up  to  60  pounds  or  a  full 
standpipe  at  our  will  and  pleasure. 

The  Peverly  system  which  has  been  bad  for  7  or  S  years  is  becom- 
ing worse  each  season.  It  w^as  necessary  to  repair  20  bad  leaks  in 
this  pipe  last  year.  It  is  recommended  that  steps  be  taken  to  rectify 
.several  of  the  faults  of  this  system  as  the  tinie  has  come  when  this 
system  will  go  out  of  existence  unless  steps  are  taken  to  replace  the 
spiral  riveted  pipe  which  has  been  giving  so  much  trouble  for  so 
many  years. 

The  Department  is  at  the  present  time  equipped  with  spare  parts 
such  as  valves,  hydrants,  sleeves  and  pipe  to  relay  all  working  parts 
of  the  water  system  in  cases  of  emergency. 

The  operating  costs  have  been  reduced  during  the  past  season  t(t 
such  an  extent  that  every  hundred  cubic  feet  of  water  pumped  dur- 
ing 1923  showed  a  revenue  of  17  2-3  cents.  This  revenue  has  been 
steadily  increasing  since  1919  at  which  time  the  revenue  for  the 
-above  amoimt  of  water  av.ts  only  \'AVs  cents.     Tliis  difference  in  costs 
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has  put  into  the  Treasury  of  the  Water  Department  during  the  pa.sr 
season  the  sum  of  $21,000. 

The  cost  of  operation  on  the  Peverly  system  has  been  decreasin.i; 
and  the  revenue  increased  to  the  extent  of  $3,000  per  year.  In  these' 
two  items  the  Department  is  benefited  to  the  amount  of  $24,000  per 
year. 

The  cost  of  operation  on  the  high  pressure  system  has  been  cut  in 
the  following-  manner:  by  the  installation  of  new  pumps  at  the  Sher- 
burne station;  the  new  well  system,  discontinuance  of  the  Booster 
pump  at  Atlantic  Heights  owing  to  ability  to  keep  pressure  up;  the 
elimination  of  leakage  and  illegal  use. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

It  is  recommended  that  during  the  coming  winter  the  big  new 
.steam  pump  at  the  Sherburne  station  be  put  into  operating  condi- 
tion, all  parts  for  this  purpose  are  on  hand  and  at  the  present  time 
the  work  can  be  done  by  the  Water  Department's  crew  as  the  lay- 
out of  the  same  is  complete. 

It  is  recommended  that  a  deep  well  type  pump  similar  to  the  new 
wells  be  installed  in  the  present  Haven  location,  the  same  to  be  on. 
remote  control  from  the  Shei'burne  station  and  to  be  operated  at  the 
will  and  pleasure  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  The  reason  for  recom- 
mending an  installation  of  this  type  is  that  the  same  is  available  for 
instantaneous  use,  is  absolutely  frost  proof  and  requires  a  minimum 
of  attention.  While  other  types  of  equipment  might  be  installed  at 
this  location,  there  is  no  type  of  equipment  to  the  writer's  best  be- 
lief and  knowledge  where  instantaneous  use  can  be  obtained  from  the 
same  and  at  the  same  time  the  installation  be  absolutely  frost  proof 
in  winter. 

It  is  recommended  that  centrifugal  pumps  be  installed  at  the  Pev- 
erly station  to  replace  the  present  pumps  that  are  not  operating.  In 
the  writer's  opinion  it  is  costing  us  a  great  deal  extra  to  operate  the 
present  equipment  and  it  requires  more  attention  than  a  good  cen- 
trifugal outfit  would.  The  saving  on  maintenance  costs  would  soon 
pay  for  this  equipment. 

Also  steps  should  be  taken  to  supply  24  hour  service  as  at  the  pres- 
ent time  we  are  only  operating  8  hours  a  day  which  is  of  considera- 
ble inconvenience  to  some  o  four  takers.  There  are  several  ways 
that  this  can  be  accomplished  but  mainly  a  standpipe  and  line  that 
will  carry  pressure  will  have  to  be  substituted  for  the  line  from  the 
Haven  station  to  the  Morley  Button  Company. 

A  portion  of  the  high  pressure  system  in  the  Town  of  Newcastle  is 
of  spiral  riveted  pipe.  This  pipe  has  given  us  considerable  trouble 
during  the  past  two  seasons  and  as  it  has  been  in  service  20  years, 
the  guaranteed  life  of  the  pipe,  steps  should  be  taken  to  replace  this 
section  of  high  pressure  system  before  the  same  goes  out  of  com- 
mission in  the  middle  of  a  busy  summer  season. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  Water  Department  has  never  beer» 
as  good  as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  the  past  season  has  been  by 
far  the  most  prosperous  since  the  Department  became  the  property 
of  the  City  of  Portsmouth. 

The  Board  wishes  at  this  time  to  express  to  His  Honor  the  Mayor 
and  the  Members  of  the  Council  its  appreciation  of  the  support  given 
them  during  the  past  season.

1  wish  to  submit  to  you  the  annual  report  of  the  Ports- 
mouth Fire  Department  for  the  year  1923  ending  Decem- 
ber 31. 

Although  we  have  had  more  calls  than  ever  before  in 
the  history  of  our  Department,  the  loss  has  been  very 
small.  Several  of  these  fires  were  in  very  dangerous  lo- 
ealities.  Only  the  prompt  response  and  hard  work  of  the 
tiremen  prevented  bad  fires.  There  has  been  a  total  of 
118  alarms,  which  were  as  follows:  98  still  alarms  and 
20  bell,  including  10  out  of  town  calls  as  follows:  3  at 
Greenland,  3  at  Newington,  1  at  Hampton  Beach,  1  at 
New  Castle,  1  at  Eliot  and  1  at  Kittery. 

Our  fire  apparatus  is  in  fine  shape  except  the  old 
chemical  engine  which  is  of  old  style.  This  machine  has 
no  electric  lights  or  starter,  thus  delaying  the  driver  in 
getting  away.  It  is  constantly  needing  repai)'s  and  being 
of  a  disbanded  make  it  is  difficult  to  get  parts  as  they 
have  to  be  made  special.  I  would  recommend  buying  a 
Iriple  combination  to  take  the  place  of  this  machine.  A 
machine  of  this  type  would  be  a  great  addition  to  our 
r>epartment  and  give  us  an  up-to-date  piece  of  apparatus 
!o  answer  still  alarms.  A  starter  and  electric  light  would 
enable  us  to  get  away  much  quicker  than  starting  by  hand 
;ind  lighting  a  presto-light.  This  machine  does  about  60 
per  cent  of  the  work  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  should 
lit'  of  the  very  latest  type. 

1  would  also  recommend  a  few  more  hydrants,  as  there 
.ire  some  locations  where  these  are  dangerously  scarce.

In  submitting  the  repoi'l  of  the  busiiiess  of  my  offi'-e 
for  the  municipal  year  of  1923,  which  to  a  considerable 
extent  involved  association  and  cooperation  with  the  Po- 
lice Department,  I  desire  to  avail  myself  of  this  opportu- 
fiity  to  congratulate  the  City  upon  the  efficiency  of  this 
Department  and  the  able  and  energetic  manner  in  which 
ihe  personnel  have  exerted  their  etTorts  to  establish  the 
rity  upon  the  high  moral  plane  which  now  exists. 

During  the  past  year  two  suits  arising  out  of  the  con-

The  Board  of  Health  meets  the  1st  and  3d  Thursday  of 
each  month  and  considers  complaints  concerning  the  un- 
sanitary conditions  of  the  city,  many  of  the  complaints 
we  have  found  to  be  mei*ely  neighborhood  quarrels,  those 
we  found  to  be  legitimate  we  have  attempted  to  improve 
or  abate. 

We  have  found  the  sewage  condition  to  be  bad  in  a 
number  of  places,  the  open  sewer  running  through  the 
New  Franklin  School  yard  was  called  to  the  notice  of  the 
City  Council  and  during  the  past  year  was  put  in  a  sani- 
tary condition. 

JV'lany  complaints  have  t>een  received  from  the  odors 
arising  from  the  sewage  condition  along  Christian  Shore. 
However,  we  believe  Ihat  conditions  will  be  remedied  l»\ 
the  lloodgates  that  are  to  be  construclcd. 

There  have  pr'obably  been  more  complaints  ovei'  (!)♦» 
garbage  than  anything  else,  however,  we  expect  the  ni'w 
incineraler  will  I'elieve  oui'  present  embarrassment.

Beginning  last  June  we  made  a  systematic  inspection 
of  all  restaurants  of  the  city,  inspecting  them  at  least  once 
a  week.  All  proprietors  were  very  anxious  to  cooperate 
with  us  and  we  believe  the  sanitary  conditions  to  have 
been  improved. 

All  the  chief  d;uries  have  been  inspected  and  sugges- 
tions for  improvements  made.  We  are  glad  to  report 
that  we  hope  to  have  certified  milk  on  sale  in  this  city  for 
the  coming  summer.  This  should  be  a  great  aid  in  re- 
ducing the  number  of  cases  of  summer  complaint  of  ba- 
bies and  young  children. 

The  dumping  of  garbage  and  rubbish  in  vacant  lots  and 
streets  has  caused  us  considerable  difficulty,  however, 
there  has  been  no  provision  made  by  the  city  to  collect 
same  and  therefore  we  have  been  unable  to  improve  cfiii- 
ditions,  although  we  feel  that  as  the  city  incinerator  will 
soon  be  in  operation  that  this  troublesome  problem  will 
be  solved.

The  original  anioiuii  aj)proi)riated  by  the  City  Council 
was  .$141,142.00,  less  by  $1,428.00  than  the  estimate 
made  by  the  Board  of  Instniclion.  Subseqiienl  appro- 
priations have  brought  the  iotal  up  to  $153,052.00.  Three 
e.xti'aordinary  items  are  to  be  noted  (1)  the  inclusion  of 
I  he  whole  $2,00  per  capita  tax  and  superintendent's  ex- 
(  ess  salary,  total  $0,692.00,  (2)  Approximately  $5000 
«  xcess  expenditure  for  fuel  including  some  payments  for 
1022.  all  of  the  1023  coal  and  the  192'i  coal  to  April.  (3) 
l-!niius  of  $500.00. 

These  extraordinary  expenditures  total  $12,402.00.  In 
order  that  a  fair  comparison  may  be  made  with  previous 
years  this  amount  should  be  deducted  from  the  gross 
amount,  leaving  $140,560.00  for  the  "support  of 
schools."  The  amount  expended  the  previous  year  was 
$138,318.00. 

Under  the  head  of  "replacements"  the  City  Council  r^\^- 
propriated  $7,000.00  to  in.stall  a  new  heating  plant  in  the 
IlaNcn  School.. 


The  las(  bit'iiiiial  report  (jT  the  SUite  litiard  of  Ivhica- 
tion  gives  ilemized  expenses  of  every  school  district  in 
the  State.  Taking  into  consideration  the  total  of  the 
tliree  major  items  of  expense  for  comparison,  viz:  ad- 
ministration, instruction,  operation  and  maintenance  and 
dividing  by  the  average  membership  we  obtain  the  "•iiuil 
cost"  or  per  capita  for  these  items.  All  districts  in  th<' 
State  having  iOOO  or  more  pnpils,  Keene  excepted,  arc  in 
this  list  arranged  from  highest  to  lowest.

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THE   HIGH   SCHOOLS 

The  enrolment  has  not  decreased  notieeably  in  the 
Iiigh  s<diool  so  the  erowded  condition  i-emains  alniosl  un- 
changed. Large  divisions  still  prevail  with  the  attemlani 
disadvantages  reported  last  year. 

The  increase  in  the  salaries  of  women  teachei-s  elTe*'- 
tive  in  September  has  made  it  possible  to  fill  vacaiuMe- 
more  satisfactorily.  It  was  necessary  to  secure  nine  new 
teachers  during  the  summer. 

The  general  morale  of  the  school  is  good.  Ma.i(»i' 
cases  of  discipline  ai'e  infrequent.  Tlie  morning  assem- 
bly contributes  much  to  the  unity  of  school  life.  Head- 
master Gray  avails  himself  of  e\'ery  opportunity  to  se- 
cure helpful  speakers  to  address  the  school.  Among 
these  Dr.  Tehyi  Hsiei-,  the  "Roosevelt  of  China"  and  Mr. 
Arthur  J.  Roberts,  Senior  Secretary  of  the  International 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  Committee  for  County  Work  were  two  of  the 
nutst  notable,  A  special  assembly  of  the  gu^ls  of  high  and 
junior  schools  was  addressed  December  8  by  Miss  Mar- 
garet Slattery  of  Roston.  .Athletic  contests  furnish  a 
common  rallying  cause  for  all  pupils  that  is  stimulating 
and  beneficial.  Especially  helpful  was  the  co-operation  of 
the  Chamber  of  Commerce  committee  in  connection  wiili 
the  Exeter  and  Manchester  football  games. 

The  Whipple  Junior  High  School 

This  was  the  only  building  thai  sutTered  no  bi-eak  in 
its  teachuig  force  during  the  summer.  The  great  loss 
came  to  this  school  later  in  the  season  when  Mr.  Georg-:^ 
F.  Moody,  Principal  since  September,  1919,  resigned  to 
accept  the  principalship  of  the  Practice  School  of  the  Sa- 
lem Normal  School.  The  vacancy  was  fdled  December 
t  1  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Raymond  I,  Real  of  Rridgewa  - 
ter,  Mass.  Junior  High  School,  who  began  his  dnlies  De- 
cember 17. 

The  Whipple  School  still  has  two  divisions  of  the  sev- 
(  nth  grade  that  are  accommodated  in  the  Haven  and  New 
h^ranklin  Schools.  In  addition  to  these  a  special  division 
has  an  afternoon  session  from  one  to  five  in  the  higli 
s(dH»ol    building.      There   ai^e   also  a   fev^-   pu|)ils   wlm  are 
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(loiiig  pari,  of  tlie  Freshman  work  and  are  returning  to 
ilie  Junior  High  to  make  up  subjects  in  which  they  failed. 
It  has  been  found  very  difficult  under  these  conditions 
ond  also  because  there  is  no  assembly  room  in  the  Whip- 
ple building  to  make  the  school  feel  its  own  unity.  The 
excellent  co-operation  of  the  teachers  under  the  skilful 
direction  of  Principal  Moody  has  offset  this  disadvantage 
to  a  great  degree. 

Survey  of  the  High  Schools 

During  the  month  of  April  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion at  the  invitation  of  the  Board  of  Instruction  under- 
took a  thoi'ough  going  survey  of  the  two  high  schools. 
iJeputty  Commissioner  Walter  M.  May  directed  this  sur- 
vey which  was  efTected  through  the  united  efforts  of  the 
leachers.  The  class  room  work  was  tested  objectively 
by  means  of  standard  tests.  Mr.  May  spent  seven  school 
days  here  during  which  time  he  got  in  close  touch  with 
local  conditions.  He  visited  every  teacher's  room  several 
times  thereby  getting  a  good  opportunity  to  evaluate  the 
teacher's  work.  His  conclusions  as  well  as  the  results 
of  the  tests  should  be  of  great  interest  to  the  public.

I  herewith  present  my  sixth  annual  report  as  Head- 
master of  the  Portsmouth  High  School. 

The  total  registration  for  the  year  ending  June  14, 
1923,  was  721. 

The  total  registration  so  far  this  year  is  716,  while  the 
actual  membership  on  January  4  was  685.  Of  this  num- 
ber 82  are  non-resident  pupils,  whose  registration  by 
towns  is  as  follows:

The  registralioij  (•!'  the  school  this  year  is  praciicaUy 
tlie  same  as  lliat  oC  last  year,  and  all  of  the  available  space 
ill  the  biiilrliiig  is  in  use,  one  class  reciting  in  the  Assem- 
bly hall. 

The  assembly  hall  will  seat  550  pupils,  so  that  on  oc- 
casions when  it  is  necessary  to  assemble  the  entire  school 
from  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  to  one  hundred  and  (i  i- 
ty  pupils  are  standing. 

Notwithstanding  another  marked  change  in  the  per- 
sonnel of  the  teaching  force  the  work  of  tlie  school  is 
going  along  in  a  satisfactory  manner.  1  am  hoping.  Il0\^ - 
ever,  that  the  higher  maximum  salary  will  be  a  snfTicicn' 
inducement  for  our  best  teachers  to  stay  wilh  us.  and 
that  we  may  build  up  here  in  the  High  school  a  reason- 
ably permanent  organization. 

The  standing  of  the  school  in  its  high  percentage-  of 
atlendance  and  low  percentage  of  tardiness  continnes  (o 
l»e  among  the  best  in  the  state. 

The  usual  school  activities,  dramatic,  social.  nin>-ic;il. 
and  athletic  have  achieved  a  high  (tegree  of  success  and 
reflects  much  credit  on  both  instructors  and  participants. 

In  order  to  bring  about  a  lietter  understanding  and  a 
(doser  relationship  between  the  parents  and  the  stdiool  a 
Parent-Teacher  Association  was  organized  in  May,  If»2"^>. 
and  some  mutually  helpful  meetings  have  been  held. 

During  .American  Education  Week  an  evening  session 
of  the  High  School  was  held  in  order  that  parents  and 
friends  might  have  an  opportunity  of  observing  the  s(diool 
at  work.  The  attendance  showed  that  there  is  a  real  in- 
terest in  the  work  of  the  school,  many  i)areiit--  u-^ing  th" 
occasion  to  get  better  ac<|iuiinted  willi  the  lc;i(  !irr>  ami 
to  talk  over  the  v^'ork  with  them. 


The  organization  of  an  alliletic  (•oiincil  is  boiiiul  lo  have 
a  IxMieflcial  effect  on  the  financial  success  ot  athletics  in 
ilic  High  School  through  the  active  interest  of  the  alum- 
ni. The  goal  is  an  enclosed  athletic  field  for  the  High 
>cfiool. 

Both  a  student  council  and  a  teachers'  council  have 
l)een  organized  to  act  in  an  advisory  capacity  in  their  re- 
s[»ective  spheres  for  the  welfare  of  the  school. 

One  of  the  great  problems  of  secondary  school  ad- 
ministration is  how  to  retain  pupils  in  school.  Another, 
closely  related,  is  how  to  reduce  retardation  to  a  mini- 
mum. Upon  the  correct  solution  of  these  problems  a 
gi-eat  part  of  the  success  of  failure  of  a  secondary  school 
iiepends. 

One  method  of  solution  is  to  offer  a  more  diversified 
iiirriculum  to  pupils  by  permitting  the  choice  of  subjects 
rather  than  of  courses,  and  by  reducing  the  absolute  re- 
•  [uirement  to  one  only — English.  With  such  an  opportu- 
iiily  I  he  pupil  will  be  likely  to  choose  the  subjects  in 
which  he  has  a  real  interest  or  which  have  a  utilitarian 
value  in  the  work  that  he  intends  to  do.  In  that  case,  a 
beltei-  grade  of  work  may  be  expected.  We  promote  by 
■-ubject.     Why  not  elect  by  subject? 

Another  plan  is  the  use  of  standard  tests  for  the  clas- 
sification and  promotion  of  pupils.  Hy  the  use  of  intel- 
ligence tests  pupils  may  be  very  accurately  classified  ac- 
coi'ding  to  ability,  and  by  subject  tests  their  achievement 
may  l>e  definitely  measui'ed.  Such  tests  the  "^'scewness"" 
nut  of  teachers'  marks. 

'■|"'he  administi'ation  of  these  methods  recognizes  tlic 
individual  difference  of  pupils  and  the  fact  that  not  all  pu- 
pils can  pi'ogress  uniformly.  It  adjusts  the  work  accord- 
ingly, so  that  the  brightest,  the  average,  and  the  slow  pii- 
r)il  can  go  along  each  at  his  own  rate  and  do  his  best.  He 
IS  ranked  and  promoted  on  his  own  a(diievement. 

Sooner  or  later  every  school  system  must  come  lo 
something  of  this  kind,  and  I  hope  that  an  parly  begin- 
ning may  be  made  in  our  own  High  School. 

The  University  of  New  Hampshii'e  admits  a  gradiiaie 
<d  it\]v  High  School  simply  on  a  diploma  willioiil  coiisid- 
«  ling  his  Jilncss  lo  do  college  work.

graduating  from  the  high  school,  and  yet  that  pupils  ha- 
not  the  ability  to  do  work  of  college  gi'ade.  He  is  admitted 
to  the  University  of  New  Hampsire,  however,  fails,  is  sent 
home,  and  the  high  school  suffers  as  to  its  reputation. 

I  hope  that  it  may  be  brought  to  pass  that  no  graduate 
of  the  Portsmouth  High  School  can  be  admitted  to  the 
Liniversity  of  New  Hampshire,  except  on  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  Headmaster. 

Our  High  School  is  large  enough  to  warrant  tlie  em- 
ployment of  a  teacher  who  shall  have  special  charge  of 
elocution,  dramatics,  and  debating.  Under  the  present 
arrangement  the  first  and  the  last  of  these  activities  are 
neglected. 

The  High  School  office  needs  the  following  equipnicnl  ' 
(a)  a  safe  to  replace  the  one  destroyed  last  June;  (b)  ;> 
ten  or  twelve-draw  filing  cabinet  for  our  record  card-;; 
(c)  an  adding  machine.

THE    ELEMENTARY    SCHOOLS 

There  have  been  very  few  new  teachers  in  the  grades 
although  there  have  been  many  transfers.  Miss  Esther 
Graham  was  elected  to  the  Parragut  kindergarten,  suc- 
ceeding Miss  Emily  Perry.  Miss  M.  Katherine  Conlon's 
resignation  after  eight  years  service  was  a  distinct  loss. 
Miss  EfYie  I.  Wing  succeeded  Mrs.  McAllister  in  the  Laf- 
ayette sixth  and  Miss  Helen  Butler  was  transferred  from 
Atlantic  Heights  to  succeed  Miss  Witham  who  resigned 
to  be  married.  Mrs.  Ethel  Piper  was  transferred  from 
Haven  fifth  to  Miss  Conlon's  position.  Miss  Veronica  Mis- 
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kell  was  elected  to  succeed  Mrs.  Piper.  Miss  Mary  Walsh 
was  elected  to  the  New  Franklin  fifth,  succeeding  Miss 
Mary  Goakley  who  was  transferred  to  the  Training  School 
!o  fill  Miss  Dorothy  Harrison's  position.  Miss  Nina  True- 
man  was  elected  to  Atlantic  Heights  succeeding  Miss 
F.lsie  Hughes  who  in  turn  took  the  place  of  Miss  Cather- 
ine Stone  resigned.  Mrs.  Marjorie  Herrin  of  the  Heights 
kindergarten  succeeded  Miss  Wetherbee  resigned. 

Owing  to  dcrease  of  numbers  only  two  rooms  are  now 
in  session  at  Atlantic  Heights. 

An  overflow  room  of  grades  two  and  three  was  opened 
at  the  Haven  building  in  November  with  Mrs.  Vesta  Au- 
coin  in  charge. 

Miss  Bertha  Golburn  was  forced  to  ask  three  months' 
leave  of  absence  on  account  of  serious  illness.  Miss 
Alice  Calkins  of  Boston  substituted  during  her  absence. 
Miss  Madalene  Paul  was  also  obliged  to  be  out  during  the 
fall  term  on  account  of  illness.  Mrs.  Phyllis  Frink  has 
filled  this  position  temporarily. 

THE    TRAINING    SCHOOL 

One  of  the  most  hopeful  signs  locally  is  the  excellent 
enrollment  of  girls  in  the  teacher  training  course.  Seven 
seniors  are  doing  work  in  full  standing  while  ten  juniors 
have  entered  upon  their  first  year.  With  the  exception 
ol  two  all  the  juniors  are  Portsmouth  High  School  gradu- 
ates. Heretofore,  other  schools  have  furnished  a  much 
larger  proportion. 

The  school  has  lost  two  excellent  teachers  from  its 
training  force.  Miss  Madeline  Toner  resigned  in  June 
to  accept  a  position  in  Maiden,  Miss  Elizabeth  Byrne  re- 
signed in  December  to  accept  a  position  in  the  same  city. 
The  loss  of  these  teachers  together  with  the  illness  of 
Miss  Pray  and  of  Mrs.  Ola  McCarthy  who  succeeded  Miss 
Toner  has  made  a  serious  break  in  the  work  of  the  school.

The  time  seems  to  be  at  hand  when  a  special  efToi't 
should  be  made  to  develop  this  teacher  training  school 
to  the  greatest  possible  extent.  In  my  opinion  the  work 
it  has  done  and  the  service  rendered  are  not  to  be  com- 
pared with  its  possibilities  in  the  immediate  future. 

The  nation's  big  industry  of  teaching  is  still  calling  for 
trained  workers  for  which  the  supply  lags  far  behind  the 
demand,  other  occupations  do  not  offer  the  opportunities 
that  came  at  the  time  of  the  nation's  great  need,  but  more 
important  than  either  of  these  is  the  fact  that  the  pro- 
fession of  teaching  is  becoming  increasingly  attractive.  A 
mere  scanning  of  the  magazine  articles  and  the  editorials 
of  our  periodicals  shows  over  and  above  their  healthy, 
constructive  criticism  a  far  truer  valuation  of  the  ser- 
vice of  the  teacher.  The  fine  cooperation  of  our  own 
citizens  with  our  teachers  is  an  example  of  this  recogni- 
tion. Young  men  and  women  seeking  a  way  of  making! 
their  lives  count  naturally  give  favorable  consideration  to 
such  a  vocation.  We  should  take  advantage  of  this  in- 
coming tide  of  public  opinion.  The  training  classes  now 
numbering  seventeen  should  have  at  least  twenty-five  en- 
rolled next  September.  Three  years  hence  at  least  forty 
should  be  registered,  a  third  of  whom  should  be  training 
for  junior  high  school  work.  To  do  this  requires  prep- 
aration. First  of  all  the  building  should  be  completely 
renovated.  The  model  teaching  should  be  done  in  a  mod- 
el building  in  so  far  as  that  is  possible.  The  ceilings 
should  be  whitened,  the  wall  painted  a  light  tint  and  the 
wood  work  varnished.  All  windows  exposed  to  the  north 
and  west  should  be  weather  stripped  not  only  for  com- 
fort but  for  fuel  economy.  All  desks  should  be  surfaced 
and  varnished.  The  present  kindergarten  room  should 
have  more  glass  area  on  the  one  side  from  which  light 
comes.  Electric  lights  should  be  put  in  all  rooms.  Toi- 
lets sufTicient  for  the  use  of  kindergarten  children  should 
])e  installed  on  the  second  floor.  To  comply  with  the 
Public  Statutes  the  School  Street  door  should  be  eciuipped 
with  a  modern  safety  exit  device.  These  are  minimum 
requirements  for  a  model  building  but  when  these  have 
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iKM'ii  fiillilled  (•(Midilions  will  have  been  inipi'uvetl  a  hiin- 
xli-ed  per  cent,  and  you  may  feel  proud  to  invite  visitors 
from  town  or  abroad  to  visit  your  "model"  training- 
school. 

The  training-  lorce  must  be  placed  out  of  reach  of  the 
loss  hazard  to  which  it  has  been  recently  subjected.  \Vc 
have  seen  that  residence  at  home  is  not  sufficient  insur- 
ance against  such  loss.  The  model  and  critic  teachers  as 
\N  ell  as  the  principal,  must  be  paid  in  accordance  with  the 
important  work  the-y  are  doing. 

The  larger  classes  will  necessitate  a  modification  o( 
the  practice  work.  If  training  is  g-iven  for  junior  high 
school  grade,  arrangements  will  have  to  be  made  at  the 
Whipple  School  for  model  and  critic  work.  For  small 
groups  this  should  be  possible  without  any  g-reat  addition- 
al expense  provided  a  corps  of  teachers  as  good  as  the 
pi'esent  force  at  the  Whipple  is  retained.

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REPORT    OF    THE    TRUANT   OFFICER 

Mr.  W.  H.  Slayton, 
Superintendent  of  Schools. 

There  has  been  a  material  improvement  in  the  atten- 
dance of  the  schools  during  the  past  year — ^that  is  in  the 
cases  that  would  come  under  the  direction  of  your  Truant 
Officer.  The  number  of  actual  truants  has  decreased  so 
that  there  is  very  little  trouble  in  this  direction.  The 
cases  reported  as  a  rule  are  of  lads  who  require  consider- 
able attention  to  convince  them  that  truancy  is  not  tol 
erated,  and  by  that  time  they  have  rolled  up  a  number  of 
marks  against  this  column. 

Truancy  as  a  rule  is  confined  almost  wholly  to  the  boys, 
but  this  year  there  have  been  two  or  more  cases  of  truan- 
cy among  the  girls,  and  one  of  these  cases  developed  into 
a  runaway  girl.  Fortunately  this  has  been  straightened 
out  and  there  is  very  little  fear  that  it  will  be  repeated. 

The  fact  that  the  responsibility  for  lack  of  attendance 
has  been  placed  squarely  upon  the  parents,  has  material- 
ly improved  the  condition  for  as  soon  as  the  ordinary  boy 
finds  that  the  parents  will  not  tolerate  absence  from 
school,  he  is  more  liable  to  be  there  on  time  and  every 
day.  The  cases  of  absence  for  causes  considered  unnec- 
essary by  teachers  and  your  officer  have  also  dropped  ma- 
terially this  past  year,  and  this  also  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
parents  are  being  taken  to  task  for  all  such  cases,  they 
find  now  that  it  is  much  more  advisable  to  have  children 
do  their  errands  and  other  home  duties  outside  of  school 
hours. 

The  School  Nurse,  Miss  Miller,  should  also  be  given 
due  credit  for  the  bettering  of  the  attendance,  for  where 
she  follows  up  cases  of  sickness  we  find  that  they  get 
back  to  school  quicker  in  some  cases,  but  on  the  other 
hand  she  sees  that  they  are  right  to  come  back  before 
they  are  allowed  to  enter.  Her  follow  up  work  has  been 
very  beneficial  to  the  families  as  well  as  the  children. 

Child  labor  has  been  of  little  importance  this  past  year 
because  the  shop  keepers  have  become  educated  to  the 
fact  that  the  law  is  here  to  stay  and  that  it  is  being  en- 
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Torced.  While  the  inspections  are  carried  on,  the  cases 
•of  violation  are  few  and  the  majority  of  these  of  a  trivial 
nature.  There  has  not  been  a  case  prosecuted  in  court 
this  past  year. 

There  have  been  some  changes  in  the  Mothers'  Aid  and 
there  is  one  case  on  the  list  which  has  been  favorably  re- 
l>orted  on  by  the  State  Department  ^nd  is  awaiting  a 
place.    We  now  have  five  families  receiving  State  aid.

Provide  an  additional  school  nurse  to  have  special  chaise  of 
high  schools  and  to  act  as  girl's  advisor. 

Provide  public  funds  for  keeping  the  Dental  Room  in  opera- 
tion. 

Physical  training,  under  competent  supervision,  for  all  schol- 
ars. 

2 — Instruction. 

Increased  salaries  of  teachers. 

Adequate  books,  supplies  and  equipment. 

Supervisor  of   drawing   having   charge  both   elementary   anit 

high  schools. 

3 — Plant  construction  and  upkeep. 

Improvement  of  accommodations  at  Atlantic  Heights. 
Funds  adequate  for  necessary  repairs  of  school  building.'!. 
An  enclosed  athletic  field  in  the  rear  of  the  Armoi-y. 

The  Board  calls  attention  to  the  fact  that  the  Cabot 
Street  school  building  falls  far  short  of  modern  recpiire- 
ments.  The  next  school  house  should  be  erected  near  (he 
Armory  and  with  the  present  High  School  building  should 
house  pupils  of  the  last  six  years.  This  would  automati- 
cally do  away  with  the  Cabot  Street  building. 

Some  of  these  items  such  as  repairs,  text  books  and 
supplies  represent  only  such  upkeep  of  the  plant  and  lt> 
operation  as  are  expected  in  the  support  of  schools.  Tii- 
crease  of  salaries  represents  insurance  of  the  cause  ol 
education.  Supervision  of  drawing,  physical  instruction 
and  dental  treatment  are  all  a  part  of  accepted  prcgrams 
in  practically  all  the  cities  the  size  of  our  own.  For  ex- 
ample, the  city  of  Laconia  has  a  full  time  physical  direc- 
tor for  the  six  high  school  years  with  every  one  of  the 
five  hundred  fifty  pupils  coming  under  his  personal  in- 
struction and  direction.  Art  instruction  has  been  denied 
our  children  for  seventeen  years.  Under  stress  of  cir- 
cumstances a  special  committee  of  this  Board  recom- 
mended the  temporary  suspension  of  this  work.     That 
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llie  committee  fully  expected  the  reinstatement  of  this 
important  study  within  a  few  years  is  indicated  by  the 
following  quotation  from  their  report  in  1906: 

"We  recommend  that  the  teaching  of  drawing,  by 
a  special  teacher,  be  dispensed  with  for  the  present;  at 
the  same  time  we  desire  to  state  most  emphatically  our 
belief  in  the  practical  and  cultural  value  of  drawing  in 
(he  schools  and  we  advise  the  employment  of  such  a  com- 
petent supervisor  as  we  have  had,  as  soon  as  the  citizens 
of  the  city  are  willing  to  afford  it." 

That  the  citizens  of  the  city  are  realy  to  afford  it  is  in- 
ilicated  by  the  endorsements  indicated  above  and  by  many 
individual  expressions  of  opinion  that  have  been  voiced, 
(in  the  present  valuation  and  tax  rate  the  annual  tax  of 
art  instruction  on  a  thousand  dollar  piece  of  property 
would  be  about  twelve  cents. 

Recommendations 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  this  program  has  received  the 
formal  approval  of  the  Board,  it  seems  only  necessary 
that  the  funds  be  secured  for  the  fulfilment  of  its  require- 
ments to  such  extent  as  may  be  possible  during  the  com- 
ing year.  I,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  Finance 
committee  be  instructed  to  consider  the  items  of  the  pro- 
gram when  maikng  their  estimate  for  the  fiscal  year  1924 
.tnd  report  back  to  this  Board  at  the  February  meeting.
